Medallion  Of  Ariadne  And  Bacchus 

By  Robert  R.  Kutcher 

The  fable  of  Ariadne,  Theseus  and  Bacchus  is  depicted  on  the  reverse  of  a 
medallion  of  Antoninus  Pius.  As  the  story  goes,  Ariadne,  the  daughter  of  Minos  II 
and  of  Pasiphae,  became  enamoured  with  Theseus.  This  Athenian  hero  arrived  in 
Ariadne’s  homeland  of  Crete  with  some 
other  youths  that  were  to  be  delivered  up  to 
the  monsterous  half  man,  half  bull 
Minotaur.  The  fable  tells  us  that  Ariadne 
told  Theseus  the  way  to  vanquish  the 
monster,  and  that  she  also  gave  him  a  ball  of 
thread  with  which  he  was  to  use  to  find  his 
way  out  of  the  labyrinth,  the  home  of  the 

!  Minotaur.  Theseus  slew  the  monster,  found 
his  way  out  of  the  labyrinth  and  also  his  way 
out  of  Crete,  leaving  Ariadne  in  despair.  Bac¬ 
chus  found  her  and  consoled  her  on  the  isle 
of  Naxos. 

The  medallion  shows  the  two,  Ariadne  and  Bacchus  naked  in  a  chariot  drawn 
by  a  Satyr  and  a  she  panther.  In  the  exergue  is  “P  M  TR  POT  COS  11”  which  is 
related  to  the  date  of  1 39  A.D.,  the  date  of  its  mintage.  Another  medallion,  one  of 
Alexander  Severus,  shows  on  its  reverse  Bacchus  holding  the  sleeping  Ariadne. 

!  Around  the  naked  couple  are  three  Satyrs  and  near  the  group  is  an  old  man  in  a 
cloak  leaning  on  a  staff.  This  medallion  too  relates  to  this  fable.

Examples  of  three  kinds  of  the  rare  1 804  dollar  coins  as  well  as  two  specimens 
of  the  five  known  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  will  be  featured  during  the  American 
Numismatic  Association’s  (ANA)  1993  Early  Spring  Convention,  March  11-13. 

ANA  Museum  Curator  Robert  W.  Hoge  said,  “We  will  have  four  specimens  of 
the  1804  Draped  Bust  dollars  on  display,  marking  the  first  time  three  classes  of 
these  American  rarities  will  be  assembled  in  a  single  exhibit.  It  will  allow  visitors  to 
see  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  varieties  of  the  ‘King  of  American  Coins.’ 

“In  addition,  we  will  have  two  of  the  famous  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  in  this 
unprecedented  display.  Of  the  five  know  specimens,  only  three  remain  in  private 
collections.’’ 

This  multimillion-dollar  exhibition  will  be  at  the  Money  Museum  of  the  ANA 
in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  during  the  1 993  Early  Spring  Convention,  which 
will  be  held  at  the  city’s  Broadmoor  International  Center.  The  Museum  will  be 
open  for  special,  extended  hours  during  the  convention. 

The  United  States  Mint  struck  silver  dollars  in  1804,  but  it  is  now  known  that 
none  of  those  produced  that  year  carried  the  correct  date.  The  few  silver  dollars  -- 1 5 
known  -  -  with  the  1804  date  were  struck  30  or  more  years  later.  The  first  coins  of 
this  date  minted  were  intended  as  gifts  to  foreign  dignitaries  and  to  help  build  the 
Mint’s  collection  of  rare  coins. 

The  eight  known  “original”  1804  dollars  struck  between  1834  and  1835  are 
known  today  as  Class  I  pieces.  One  of  the  finest  specimens  of  this  group,  owned  by 
noted  collector  Reed  Hawn,  will  be  included  in  the  ANA  Money  Museum  display. 

A  second  group  of  the  1804  dollars  was  produced  by  the  Mint  in  1858  to 
satisfy  a  growing  demand  by  collectors.  However,  the  edges  of  these  coins  were  not 
lettered  and  collectors  rejected  them,  demanding  that  they  be  recalled  and 
destroyed  along  with  the  dies.  The  Mint  kept  a  single  specimen  for  its  collection  and 
reported  that  the  recalled  coins  and  dies  had  been  destroyed.  This  example,  which 
was  overstruck  on  a  Swiss  shooting  Thaler  of  1857,  is  often  referred  to  as  the  Class 
II  variety. 

About  two  years  later,  a  small  number  of  electotype  copies  of  the  Mint’s  “uni¬ 
que”  piece  were  produced.  (The  copies  were  made  in  the  Mint  by  the  electroplating 
process,  which  was  developed  during  the  19th  century.)  No  records  are  left  as  to 
why  these  copies  were  created.  However,  one  theory  is  that  these  electrotype  copies 
would  be  destroyed  in  place  of  the  silver  Class  II  specimens  that  had  been  kept  and 
hidden. 

If  that  theory  is  true,  not  all  the  copies  were  destroyed.  At  least  two  of  the  elec¬ 
trotypes  ended  up  in  collections,  and  the  finest  survivor  of  these  silver-plated  copies 
will  be  included  in  the  ANA  exhibition.  A  specimen  of  the  Swiss  piece  which  served 
as  a  planchet  for  the  Mint’s  coin  will  be  included  in  the  remarkable  exhibition. 

By  1873,  nearly  40  years  after  the  first  1804  dollars  were  issued,  someone  in 
the  mint  succeeded  in  lettering  the  edges  of  slavaged  Class  II  specimens  and  began 
selling  them  through  coin  dealers.  Only  six  specimens  of  these  Class  III  coins  -  call¬ 
ed  “restrikes”  -  are  known  to  exist,  and  two  of  them  are  in  the  collection  of  the 
ANA.  One  is  on  loan  from  the  du  Pont  collection,  and  the  other  was  donated  by  the 
late  Aubrey  Bebee  and  his  wife,  Adeline,  of  Omaha,  Nebraska. 

The  origin  of  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  is  also  shrouded  in  mystery.  The 
issue  date  is  the  year  the  designs  on  the  5-cent  coins  were  changed  from  Lady  Liber¬ 
ty  on  the  obverse  and  the  Roman  numeral  V  on  the  reverse  to  the  Indian  Head  and 
Bison  (Buffalo). 
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ities  To  Be  Displayed 

While  there  is  no  question  that  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  were  produced 
by  the  Mint,  it  is  not  known  by  whom  or  when  they  were  struck.  Their  existence 
was  first  made  public  in  1920. 

The  five  nickels  remained  as  a  set,  changing  hands  four  times  before  they  were 
separated  in  1 942.  A  year  later,  James  McDermott  purchased  one  of  the  coins  for 
$900.  Although  he  was  very  generous  in  showing  the  coin,  letting  it  pass  from  hand 
to  hand  at  coin  shows  and  amoung  strangers  he  met  in  taverns,  McI)ermott  refused 
to  sell  the  nickel,  even  when  he  was  offered  $50,000  for  it. 

After  his  death  in  1966,  the  coin  sold  at  an  ANA  convention  auction  for  a 
then  record  price  of  $46,000  to  the  Bebees,  who  donated  it  to  the  ANA  in  1989 
during  the  Association’s  Early  Spring  Convention  in  Colorado  Springs. 

Only  three  of  these  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  remain  in  the  hands  of  private 
owners.  One  of  the  privately  owned  rarities  --  Reed  Hawn’s  --  will  be  displayed  with 
the  ana’s  specimen  in  the  special  1993  exhibition,  marking  the  80th  anniversary 
of  the  striking  of  these  mysterious  coins.

Nope,  the  title  doesn’t  mean  “Identification  or  Compact  Disc’’ ...  it  stands  for 
“INVESTMENT  DEALER  or  COLLECTOR  DEALER’’. 

As  time  wears  on,  it  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  to  those  of  us  who  have 
been  in  the  hobby  (or  business)  for  a  good  many  years,  that  it  is,  in  every  sense  of 
the  word,  a  segmented  hobby. 

Years  ago,  the  collector  was  king  . . .  diligently  searching  for  just  the  right  coin 
to  fill  that  hole  in  his  album,  or  to  upgrade  one  already  in  there  to  a  even  finer 
specimen.  He  knew  before  long  that  it  was  a  pre-requisite  of  collecting  to  learn  how 
to  grade  so  that  he  could  decide  for  himself  that  the  coin  being  offered  as  an  “UNC” 
really  was  an  UNC,  and  not  one  with  a  little  wear.  Sure,  things  were  much  simpler 
then  ...  no  “mint  state’’  numbers,  no  “slabs’’,  no  anxious  worrying  about  paying 
too  much  for  a  coin,  because  “too  much”  then  was  usually  a  matter  of  a  few  dollars, 
not  a  few  thousand  as  it  is  today.  And  if  we  did  pay  more  than  we  should  have,  it 
was  only  a  short  time  in  many  cases  before  the  price  came  into  line  and  everything 
was  fine. 

If  the  coin  looked  nice,  was  reasonably  priced,  and  we  felt  it  would  improve 
our  set,  we  usually  bought  it.  Dealers  then  were  almost  all  what  I  call  “Collector 
Dealers”  .  .  .  they  sought  out  the  XF  191 1-S  Lincoln,  the  191 3-S  (T-2)  nickel,  and 
the  1916-D  dime  for  us  and  seemed  to  derive  a  sincere  pleasure  in  helping  us  com¬ 
plete  and  upgrade  our  sets. 

There  are  still  many  “Collector  Dealers”  -  those  who,  by-and-large  eschew  the 
plastic  plank  in  favor  of  the  raw,  hold-it-in-your-hand  specimens,  but  even  most  of 
these  are  succumbing  in  varying  degrees  to  the  encapsulated  coins,  mostly  to  “sur¬ 
vive”  in  today’s  market.  On  the  other  side  of  the  coin,  if  you’ll  pardon  the  pun,  is 
the  “LD.”  ...  the  dealer  who  caters  primarily  to  investors  and  “collectors”  whose 
prime  motivation  is  gaining  a  substantial  profit  from  their  purchases  over  a  period 
of  time.  These  dealers’  tables  at  the  various  shows  are  heaped  high  with  slabs,  but 
most  of  their  activity  seems  to  be  with  other  I.D.’s  on  the  floor. 

I  guess  the  point  I’m  trying  to  make  is  that  each  of  these  two  distinct  segments, 
the  LD.  and  the  C.D.,  have  their  niche  in  today’s  hobby/business.  Collectors  who 
abhor  the  “coffin  containers”  and  vehemently  lambaste  them  in  “Letters  To  The 
Editor”,  at  coin  meetings,  etc.,  certainly  have  every  right  to  express  their  opinion, 
but  the  solution  is  simple  for  them  . .  Just  don’t  buy  them!  1  personally  prefer  raw 
coins  to  encapsulated  pieces  so  I  can  twist  and  turn  them  in  the  light  and  enjoy  to 
the  fullest  the  various  luster  nuances,  inspect  the  edge,  and  in  general,  touch  what 
I’m  contemplating  buying.  However,  I  also  realize  that  there  is  a  definite  place  for 
the  “slab”  in  today’s  market.  No  matter  how  much  some  of  us  dislike  them,  they  do 
provide  a  relatively  secure  feeling  to  the  purchaser  that  the  indicated  grade  is  “as 
advertised”,  something  that  was  tenuous  at  best  in  many  instances  during  the  pre¬ 
plastic  era. 

So,  what’s  the  bottom  line?  If  you’re  primarily  a  collector,  and  hope  that  what 
you  purchase  appreciates  nicely  over  the  years,  seek  out  one  of  the  “C.D.’s”  -  the 
Collector  Dealers.  Chances  are  good  you’ll  find  that  they  will  empathize  with  you 
and  your  collecting  interests  because  they’re  probably  collectors  as  well. 

If  your  interest  lies  more  in  the  monetary  rewards  of  buying  specific  pieces, 
and  you  really  don’t  want  to  bother  to  learn  to  grade  on  your  own,  by  all  means, 
patronize  the  “I.D.’s”.  You’ll  probably  pay  a  somewhat  higher  price  because  of  his

expense  of  paying  for  the  encapsulation,  but  by  the  same  token,  you  will  have  a 
consensus  opinion  of  several  graders  as  to  the  grade  of  the  coin.  Of  course  errors  are 
made,  and  all  coins,  even  “slabs”,  are  not  always  graded  correctly.  However,  if  you 
have  taken  the  initiative  and  spent  some  time  learning  to  grade  properly  (at  a 
seminar  or  with  someone  who  is  qualified  and  has  shown  you  the  proper  techni¬ 
ques),  you’re  ahead  in  both  areas,  and  you’ll  have  a  lot  more  fun  in  your  endeavors  - 
whatever  they  might  be.  Remember,  “KNOWLEEXjE  IS  POWER”,  and  there’s  no 
subsitute. 

“I  D.”  or  “C.D.”  -  it’s  your  choice.  Both  serve  a  useful  purpose  and  are  an  im¬ 
portant  segment  of  this  great  thing  we  call  “numismatics”.
